ieir labours in the field. From many circumstances that have come 
to our knowledge we believe the return.of better times is not so dis- 
tant as we had lately too much reason to fear, and we sincerely trust 
that the profligate advice of wicked counsellors to depart from that 
course of patient endurance and peaceable demeanor that has hith- 
erto distinguished them, and which has reflected so much honour on 
the character of English labourers.— Manchester Courier. 

Leeds —The despooding apprehensions which secm to prevail in 
London, relative to ali the manufacturing districts of the coantry, 
and the inquiries with which we have been plied, of late, from differ- 
ent quarters, as to the probability of the distresses of the poor leading 
to disturbances, have induced us to ipquire, rather minutely, into the | 
real state of trade in the West Riding. We have now anteigned plea- 
sure, in consequence, to assure the public, that in the different bran 
ches of our woollen and worsted manufactuves, veither the actual de- 
pression, nor the future prospects of business, are so gloomy as have 
been supposed. ‘There is at this inoment, we understand from good 
authority, @ brisk sale for woollen cloths, particularly for the coarser 
descriptions of coatings. But the best feature in this species of trade | 
is, that all the transactions are of a bona fide character, the result of 
orders arising from absolute demand. We are also happy to say, 
that the working classes have experienced somé benefit from so pro- 
mising an alteration, Within the last fortnight or three weeks, ad- | 
ditional cloth weavers have been employed in Leeds and the neigh- 
jourhood; a great number of the mills are now working full time;
